NEW YORK TOPICS. 


LIFE AND MANNERS OF THE MET- 
ROPOLITAN CITY. 


Some Specimen Samples of the Average New York 
Alderman—The Advantage of Ligqvor Selling 
in Eleetioneering—The Popular Disre- 
pect for the Jersey Lily.

New York, January 11.—A burly fellow, witha 


| nose too pug, anda moustache too big to permit 


the former feature to assert itself in a profile view, 
with a forehead so low as to be hidden by ever so 
slight a forward tip of his hat, which isa high silk 
one, NO matter how unfashionable that style may 
be; with a massive chin protruded in order to 
make his mouth hold acigar at an upward angle, 
and with an expression half defiant, balf skulking. 
That islikely enough your ideal of a New York 
alderman. He was realized perfectly to my obser 
vation, when I went to the organization meeting o 
ournewcommon council. There was ove specimen 
true toall of those details, and half a dozen who 
were substantially correct. But let the truth 
be told. There were several mem: 
bers who looked and acted like in- 
telligent gentlemen. Their chamber has been new- 
ly fixed up, and is now a fairly spacious and lofty 
hall, with heavy woodwork of mekogany. In the 


centre at one side is a platform and massive desk 


for the president, with hangings behind in the 
form of a canopy, and a place for clerks ona lower 
level in front. Two semi-circular rows of desks and 


arm-chairs are for the twenty-three other members. 


Back of these are sonre chairs for the commissioners 
of the various city departments, who are entitled to 
be heard in the meetings if they wish, but are very 
seldom present. A strong rail separates a space of 
benches for spectators. I entered just before the 
beginning ofthe session.

TALL HATS AND HOUSES 


Mark the New Era That Ailantea Entered After the 
Great Ootten Exposition of 1881. 

Special Corr. of the Raleigh, N. C., Chronicle. 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 1.—During the exposition 
here no comment was more frequently madz than 
the one that Atlanta was a city with village ways 
and features. This is still true, but not by any 
means so true asin 1881. At ihat time Atlanta was 
a great, straggling town, having one hundred aud 
fifty miles of street of which only three miles were 
paved. None but the principal streets had side- 
walks of brick. The mud was simp!y appalling, 
anndit wasno unusnal occurrence for children to 
become so stuck ia itas to need to be rescued by 
daring men. Business was, of course, greatly im- 
peded during the winter, and on some streets it was 
at times utterly s uspended. The work of paving 
began last year, and already about $80 000 have 
been collected from the property owners pecgliarly 
benefited for the paving of five long streets. 

But Atlanta has not only mended her ways. In 


aimost every respect there has been an evolution © 


from rusticity and provinciaslism. It has always 
becn the custom for tbe sheriffs and constables to 
wear their hats in the courts hers, as, indeed, it is 
in nearly ail parts of the state, but when our new 
courthouse, a costly and magnificent struciure, was 
prepared this year for the si!tings of the courts, this 
rude and uneouth privilege was denied. In 1881 
one cou!d see on the streets of Atlanta no sil« hats, 
now there are few professional men without them. 
Refinement is the word. ’ 
Offices of professional men, which in 1881 were 
simply repulsive, are uow for the most part models 
of cosiness and comfort. In 1881 there were scarcely 
any houses four and five stories high. Sinca then 
scarcely a building has been erected in the central 
part of the city which has not reached that height, 


aud many eld ones have been unrosfed for the 
urpose of adding a story or twg. THe ConstTitu- 
TION, which has by its earnest and cheery encour 
agement, contributed more than any other agency 
to the upbuilding and improvement of the plece, 
is now itself expanding. The new ConsTITUTION 
building, now in course ef construction, promises 
to be, next to the postoffice, the most striking edi- 
fice in the town. Io 1881 there was in Atlanta. 
strictly 4 oye no chamber of commerce. This 
year one has been incerporated, a jot bought aud 
bonds ameunting to $40,000 put upon the market, 
the proceeds of which will pay for the elegant build- 
ing whose foundation is y laid. Since 1581 
three new lines of street railway have been laid and 
several other companies have secured charters. 
Two electric light companies have beer formed 
and an additional telephone company. Elevators

The firemen inthe hold said that 
the ghost of the dead man conld be plainly 
seen on the third day of every voyage out 
from New York,”’

‘*‘No fat churchyard in that,’”’ said Mr. J. A.

The Sammil mansion is situated upon an 
elevated platform, about one fourt Ps mile 
from the water side, in the midst of a mag- 
nificent grove of orange trees, now laden 
with the golden and luscious fruit. 

At the mansion we found several hundred 
in attendances, nearly all black. After a few 
remarks and the reading of a portion of the 
scripture by the attending clergyman, the re- 
mains were taken charge of by the Masons, of 
whom a large number were present. LKight 
stalwart black men bore the ccffin from the 
house to the grave—all had been slaves of the 
deceased—and, as with uncovered heads and 
measured tread they turned into the wood- 
land path, the Masonic fraternity closed in 
around them, and the procession moved for- 
ward. 

I never witnessed a funeral that was so 
funereal as thatone. The path tothe grave 
led threugh.a dense forest of live oaks and 
pines—the leaves so thick thataray of sun- 
light could not penetrate their dark shadows, 
while from the limbs overhead hung the great 
bunches of silver gray moss, as though placed 
there for the occasion. It really seemed as 
though the forest had put on the habiliments 
of mourning. Then all was so still, not a 
sound» There were no vehicles in the pro- 
cession—all walked; and as that long, black, 
slow moving column wended its way in and 
out through the winaings of that forest path, 
the tread of its hundreds of feet upon the 
soft aud yielding sand giving back no sound, 
it was hard vo divest the mind of the impres- 
sion _ it was = illusion, that it was spiri- 
tual and not real, onan 

It was but a sbort distance, and soon the ~ 
grave was reached, and there in the heart of 
forest, under the shadow of agreat live oak, 
garland edand festooned in funeral garb, the 
family and triends of the deceased stood 
around the grave, and bowed heads reverent- 
ly listened to the beautiful burial service of 
the Masonic fraternity, and never before had | 
it sounded so touchingiy and beautifuily ap- 
propriate.

wrapper tobacco may, however, not be fit for wrap- 
| pers or be of sufficient lightness of texture to re- 
quire more than one hundred leaves to weigh a 
pound, so that when the tobacco belonging to the 
wrapper class, if found not to conform tothe stat- 
utory standard in two respects, it falls into the 
provision for tobacco not otherwise provided for, 
dutiable at thirty five cents i pound. 
The secretary says that this reasoning 
wou!d make the class of tebacco the test and not 
the quantity contained in the package, and that 
he thinks these views are entitled to serious consid- 
eration. No evidence has been presented on the 
part of the importers since the case was o1iginally 
decided. As preliminary to any further decision in 
the matter, the colector is directed to suspend 
under the decision before referred to, and to classi- 
fy wrappern tobacco, which may be found in pack- 
ages, according to the standard before indicated, 
leaving the importers, if dissatisfied, with such 
classification to present their case by protest and 
appeals,

WRONG-IS THE HON. 
DR. RIGHT? 


IF IT WAS 


Is Response to Dr. A. F. F. Kerstan'’s Harangue Rel- 
ative to the Treatment of the Inmates of 
the Atlante Hospital. 


To THR EpITors OF THE ConsTITUTION: “Oh! that 


mine enemy bad written a book.’’ 

The Hon. Doctor in presenting his statements, to 
the good people of Atlanta seeks to question my of- 
ficial acts, and thereby impose upon me a portion 
of the blame he so defiantly setsforth. He seeks to 
bury in infamy a select set of humane, Christian 
gentlemen, who have by their own personal efforts, 
and with their own private means endeavored 
(with in the past a small help from the cily) togale- 
viate the suffering: of our poorand destitute. He 
gays: “As I did not expect any good result by hav- 
fog the matter reported to Councilman Ryan, etc.”’ 


Why did not this Hon. Samaritan M, D., expect 
any good from reporting the matter to Councilman 
Ryau’ Can he show any act or mention any time 
that l ever turned a deaf ear to his compiainis’ 
No. The reason he did not communicate to me 
was that some time during last year (1 suppose the 
Hon. Doctor bas the da’e, as he is very accurate as 
to dates, etc.,) in the discharge of my offeialsworn 
duty, it became necessary to prefer charges against 
the honorable doctor for neglect of 
his sworn duties: and notwithstanding 
the doctor says in his prolific card 
that “sometime since I was arraigned for neglect of 
duty by ibe chairman of the reliefcommitiee, Mr. 
Fravk Ryan, avd had an investigation before that 
body, and the case was reported to council and 
there by default of the prosecutor, Mr, Kyan, to 
appear egainet me, and there being no evidence to 
sustain the charge, it was dismissed.’’ This is all 
a@ distortion of ihe facts. There were two counts 
against Kerstan, which the relief committee found 
him guilty of one, and purely, and only 
through a techuicality, relieved him of the 
other. Had it not have been that 
4 was necessarily absent from the meeting of coun- 
cil when the matter was brought up, lam sausfied 
the findings would have been different, at least so 
gay some of the judges, besides] have the evidence 
all in my possession yet, and do not fear the result 
if it was presented before the same body. This is 
not the first time that charges haye been preferred 
against the honorable doctor for neglect of duty, 
nor will itin my opinion be thé last, if he should 
be retained in his present position. Hon. J. W. 
English, in his capacity of mayor, was compelled to 
do s0,and ifseme of us who had the deciding of such 
had have let justice, and not agg sors aud charity, 
prevail, it »6 true that the henorabie docior 
weuld not now bave been villifying and question- 
ing tne acts of several of our Most prominent and 
charitable citizens, but would bave been elsewhere, 
as he seems to have been a bird of passage, endeav. 
oring to ingratiate bimselfinto the good graces of 
some strange community. The doctor, in closing 
his note or scries of complaints to his Hon. 
Mayor Goodwin, says “that humanity and the 
honor of the city demands of me,'’ ete. Humanity! 
Mark the word; shades of Howard, Peabody and 
the Postof humanitarians! Is it humane, to refuse 
to afford the proper medical atiention to an oid 
lady ou the verge of the grave. an inma'‘e of the 
benevolent home, aud whose door he passcd im- 
mediately and directly by twice a day, 
or as often as he visited’ that instiiu- 
tion every day, beeause forsooth,. she 
was in the home departmentapd not in the hos- 
pital department, permits an old nal pions, sick 

entirely destitute human being toéuffer for medical 
aid, that which he could have so easily reudered, 
and a visitant of the house wherein she lay, at 
least twice a day, passing that often directly by the 
room in sight, if he would have only tarved his 
head the siightest, (which he would not do, simply 
becaure she was on the home side, and notin the 
hospital, A poor and flipsy technicality. Isit hu 

mane to refuse to go to the relief ofa poor colored 
girl who was so badiy burned, that from which in- 
juries she soon died, and who lived on the same 
s'reet a few doors from his residence, simply be- 
cause the lady who had herio her employ aud who 
also was severely burned in endeavoring to extin- 
guish the flames that were en wrapping the negro gisl 
would not then in the mids? of herexcitémeut,and 
filled with sympathy, and anxious that reiief might 
at once be extended to the girl, obligate 
herself to pay the humane (7) doctor 
for his Serv ICES, If he bad been 

rompt in applying the needed remedies, possibly 

he resuite might have been different; at least, bu- 
manity required him to go, and which he did not. 
Isit humane for a minister of the gospe), and iu 
charge of a congregation, to lock the doors and put 
the keys of the samein his pockets, and positively 
refuse the admittance of the corpse of one of its 
principal members into the church edifice for the 
purpose of bolding the funeral obsequies, for the 
simple, and only reason, that while in life 
he bad had a disagreement with the minister; 
that minister when ne first came to this city wa- 
invited with himself and family, and which invi- 
tation was accepied. to meke his home at the bouse 
ofthe man who he afterwards refused to allow 
his co pse to be taken into the church house of 
which he was a leacine, consistent member, and 
Who vas largely assisting to pay the salary of said 
Minister-—the church whicd was once flourishing 
has been entirely sispended—the reasons are ovvi 
ous. Isimp'y desire by the above illustrations, to 
show the general disposition of the man who 
through the public journalts seeks to impugn and 
distort the charitabe acts of Christian genulemen, 
“the latchet of whose shoes he is not worthy to un- 
loose.”’ This man bas never failedto havea dis- 
sgreement with all that his official duties have 
eompelled him tocome in contact with; he isa 
stickler in Construing the English language, and 
even the simplest and most unimportant Con Versa- 
fion with him has to undergo a very close and rigid 
examination. In my humble judgment, his mis- 
construction of our language otten leads him’‘into 
the difficulties and entauglements he so frequently 
gets, aud if he would incline move 4e the side of 
thatcharity he so blatantly speaks of manifesting,he 
would bave a much smootnver and safer trausit 
through thissublunary sphere to that immortality 
he so pretended!y claims to be journeying. 

In propoundiig ihe questions

for .pruden ial reasons, thatis to guard him from 
some of the dreadful objects that the doctor talks 
so glowlvgly about, dirty shirts, infected rooms, 
etc., he was placed fur the time being intothe home 
departmént; the doctor then in Charge not speak- 
ing the German language, aud desirous ofacquaint- 
ing himseif fully with the old German’s conci- 
tion in order to treat him rightly, and the 
old German, wot able to tprak English, 
it was necessary to have an interpreter; so the 
doctor in charge, knowing that Kersian was a city

This service has for seme time past been very dis- 
tasteful and objectionable to Dr. Kerstan, aud he 
seems to have become petulant aid embittered to- 
wardsall with whom be has come in contact, in- 
cluding the matron. Presiden! Tucker, Counci'man 
Ryan, chairman relief «ommittee for 1883, and the 
writer,by way of recreation.

Since July last,when Dr. Kerstan secured another 
two years’ lease of official life as city physician, he 
has developed into an obstructor of the public ser- 
vice instead of a promoter ofit. Soon after being 
sworn in, he called at the mayor's office to inquire 
if he would be protected in refusing to furnish 
medicine for his practice (the requirement to doso 
having inadvertently been omitted in the revision 
and printing of the new city code), when he was 
inforned that in case of such refusal it would be 
competent for tne general council, hy smendment 
to the ordinance, to restore Specifically the r quire- 
meut, or to abolish the office of city physiciaus in 
case such obstruction should be attempted. Then, 
early in November last, Dr. Kerstan refused, when 
called upon by the home manegement to render 
medical service to a pauper in the 
benevolent home department. For this 
refusal a charge was made against 
him, but the case was. dismissed, there being 
no specific rule requirisg it, and the direction to 
do so not coming directly from the relief commit- 
tee. The home and hospital are on the same prem- 
ises, and hitherto no rule had been found neces- 
sary tocall for responses from the city physicians 
to needed attendance in the bome department, the 
other city physicians having interposed no refusal 
because of the technicality of the want ofa rule. 
Ifthese unfortunate people, sheltered aud fed in 
the home, had been left in the various wards, then 
their medical care would] have devolved upon the 
city physicians. Whythen should their reception 
there debar them of the same care? So faras lam 
advised, Dr. Kerstan was the first ana ouoly physi- 
cian in the city, whether in or out of the official 
service, to refuse to hopor acail from an unforin 
nate pauper inthe home for medical treatment. 
The refusal in his case at the time stated, led the 
general council to the passage of a specific resolu- 
jution or rule soon after, requiring it, and pow if 
the refusal isrepeated there will be no technicalt- 
ty toavail him. This procedure was bad tocem- 
pel the performanceof reasonable duty by Dr Ker- 
stan. Siuce these occurre:ces Dr. Kerstan bas 
jound no virtue in home or hospital, ana from him 
have come recentiv nothing but cuomp!aints, and to 
these l have not attached ws much iniporimnceas | 
have reposed confidence in ‘he honorable 
benevolent genticmen in charge as trustees.

In no spirit of boasting, but as reference 
for the future, we point out the difference 
between the Atlanta method and Augusta’s. 
In Atlanta, instead of letting the poor find 
the committee, the committee went out 
and found the poor. Instead of disbursing 
charity from agiven point, discreet men 
with wagons were sent into the byways and 
the alleys. Tothose who besieged the com- 
mittee’s headquarters, we said: ‘‘Go home. 
If youare needy we will find you. If you 
are not needy we have nothing for you. Go 
home and wait.” 

When the committee found that the de- 
serving poor had been supplied, instead of 


scattering its surplns among the idle and| 


vicious crowd that hung about its doors, it 
quietly disbanded and placed its sur- 
plus in the hands of the pastors of 
eleven churches for distribution 
through the poor committees of their con- 
gregation. Had it done otherwise it would 
have encouraged idleness, and established a 
precedent for vagrancy. In its method of 
distribution, no less than in its abundance, 
the mid-winter charity of Atlanta has set an 
example worthy of imitation. Instead of 
“cooling off charity’ it has made. charity 
fervent.

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THE CROPS OF THE PAST YAR, 

Commissioner Henderson, after looking ihe 
state over carefu!ly, puts his conclusions in a 
circular just issued from the department of 
agriculttre. He estimates the cotton crop at 
65 per cent of the crop of the previous year. 
The drouth injured the crop in every section 
of the state, and the rust in some counties. 

@corn crop is estimated to be 27 per cent 
below that or the previous fruitful year. The 
drouth cut the crop down td 26,640,000 
bushels as against 56 963,940 bushels in 1882, 
The oat crop fell off 18 per cent, bringing the 
crop down. to 8,699,400 bushels. Tne com- 
missioner adds that the drouth which did a!l 
this damage, was of more general extent and 
of longer duration than that of any previous 
visitation of ‘‘recent period.’’ But the fall 
supply of farm pork exceeds by 4 per cent 
the product of 1882, and the number of stock 


hogs is now 11 per cent more than 
a year ago. Let us hope this grat- 
ifying fact will be maintained, 


and even improved upon during the current 
year. Thesheep have increased sixteen per 
cent. Wenow have 611,¥92 as against 527,- 
580 in 1882. Thesheep have increased in all 
sections of the state except in eastern 
Georgia, where dogs are numerous. In the 
entire state it is estimated that the dogs kill- 
ed last year over 50,000 sheep. 
The loss in crops is therefore balanced to 
* some extent by the gainin hogs and sheep. 
‘The acreage sown in wheat and oats is also 
reported to be unusually large, especially in 
middle and upper Goorgia, It is believed 
that the sowing of eats in southern Georgia 
willalso be very heavy. The indebtedness 
of the farmers is reported to be less by 12 per 
cent than it was one year ago. The middle 
Georgia farmers make the best showing in this 
respect. The purchase of supplies has fallen 
off one-quarter, while the price of lands has 
advanced 8 per cent in the last twelve 
months. The commissioner is hopeful and he 
sums up the situation in these words: 
“Though the production of most crops has 
fallen short of an average, the condition of 
the farmers is by no meansdiscouraging. The 
dry season prompted the most rigid economy, 
d this, with the favorable crop of last year, 
Ys genera'ly enabled them to come out with 


less indebtedness than usual, and the in- 


cfeased pork supply will, in a great degree, 
compensate the deficiency in other provision 
crops.”

CAMP LIFE IN MEXICO. 


San Juan de Guadalupe—VUaetus Foreatsa—Uuts—Norta 
—American Spanish—Meequlie. 

ZACATECAS, Mexico, December 22, 1883,—San 
Juan deGuadalupe has over eight thousand in- 
habitants,and isa veryold towao. There is not an 
American or aJew inthe city, put several bar- 
rooms, The big manof the place,a rich miner, 
tried to get us to stop with him, and had prepared 


for agrand ball in honor of the Americans, who. 


are rarely seen in that little place, as it is twelve 
miles from the line of the railroad. His daughters

Sheridan said Uiat was ail that 
was needed for the infernal regions. 

Our paripg camped Tuesday night within a mile 
of Novin hacienaa, whichisowned by a French 
couut living in Mesicocity. He owns eleven hun- 
dred thousand acres, andon this vast domain are 
severvluof his haciendas. Thisone isa smell af. 
fair, as there are only seven hundred persous liv- 
ingsut ii; Thereis a muagoaificent spring at the 
houses, and our camp Wason the bank of the ra: 
vine throvgh which the stream runs. Nu- 
atree yettob: soon. Toe cOuutry 46 trave rs?:d a3 
faras Mezquité waiabar.euone. ine grass nut 
very good for cattle, but suflicient for goats, of 
which we have seen hu dreds of thousands, it ap- 
pears to me. ‘the mJjor domo of the Novia 
hacienda tendered tS the hospitality of the place, 
but as we were geting accustomed to looking up at 
the brilliant sky as we lay upon the ground at 
night, aud receiving our shure of the heavy Mexi- 
cau dew, we Geclined. These people are the most 
polite of any ithas been my foriune tases. ° When 
they entertain you, their hou eis yours, in fact. 

Novia 18a peak that standsoutin a basin, separ- 
ated by miles fromauy range. it can be seen for a 
hundred miles, Thereis fine land near this point, 
as itisirrigated. A taunsry here produces beauti- 
ful leather and tasned skins A rug made of 
coyote skins ,was beautiful. Novia meaus nose, 
ae been BO game ofany Kir d seen since we 

eit tne Lagueracountry. Our camps are made ae 
vordicvg to water supplies, Heavy raius last week 
have aided usin our selections. The rain-fall. is 
caughthere in gteat ponds along our route, some 
of tho dams beicg of stoue and very long 
There is a great deal of limestone in the section we 
have driven over, butitseems to bea kind of rot- 
tenstone. The dirt is very sticky and my boots 
wilicatch it up so that I cannot clean it off on the 
ambulance steps. This stickiness causes the adobe 


(or doby) to be so Strong a brick. Straw is mixed - 


in with the dirt and gravel. Houses built of dobies 
have lasted for centuries, 5 

Along Our route many piles of stones surmount- 
ed with crgsses are seen. These aro the graves of 
persous wio have been murdered at suecn points. 
These, with the loneliness of the conuiry and the ex: 
treme poverty of the people, makes one #queamish. 
The mejor domo of Novia h-cienda on Wednesday 
morning started # courier to the haeienda de] Mez 
quite, to announce ourcoming., ne courlér took 
a different road from the one we did. but tnrough 
the same chapperal country. On Friday, as we 
were leaviug Mezquite, another came in and an- 
nounced that the first one had been shut twice and 
his body found by the roadside, 

We saw a two-wheeled cart upset. The wheels 
had no irou tires, but were held iogether by glue 
Au entire stock of goods was tied oa with ropss. No 
sideboards were used. The driver was apparently 
unconcerned. An American would have sworu 
his eyes out abou: it. 

On Wedaesday night our party crossed the grade 
of the Mexican Ceuiral railroad and camped ata 
contractorscamp. He hauled water six miles and 
paid three dollars a wagon load. More water, more 
water is ihe greatest need of Mexico, and less fire- 
arms and more cleanliness rank with it as needs. 

We passed peons, with their little bourros, haul- 
ing everyibiug in the way of snovables that the 
families had. Some were too puor t » own &@ burro 
and meaand women packed their plucder. 

When & peon is hired on @ railroad to work he 
takes his family. They live anywhere, lize 
rats would, The camps are fuil of 
women and children. Ll saw families 
camped under a tree with ahutof corustaiks over 
them notaslarge as a big cry goods box. The 
poverty of the peons is simply ewfal. aA dollar 
wou'ld be a fortune te some of them. 

The rich here are very rich, asis instanced by 
one land owner, through whose land the Mexican 
Central road runs for ninety miles. Our party 
traveled from afew milesbelow San Juan to Mez-

Not knowing s« word of English, and intro- 
auced to thirteen Gringos atonce, did net embar- 
rass her. Youvrg Pedro Berumen, a very bright boy 
of 13, capture ime at once, and our efforts, second- 
ed by my phrase book, led us to an under- 
sianding. Senor Cabrera, of San Luis 
Potosi, a cousin of the family, spoke 
French and my recollection of about twenty French 
phrases made our conversation a mixture, very 
ludicrous I assure you. These peopie were too 
polite to laugh at me but the Americans chuckled. 
The Mexicaus understand how to treat a visitor so 
that be feels justiixe he was at home and the Beru- 
meu family are no exceptions. My heart fell as 
we rolled out of the grand court on Friday morn- 


ing, forit semed asifwe bad known each other, 


for years. 

The country for a few miles north of Mezquite 
had commeuced to improve greatly. Crops of corn 
and small grain were being made without irriga~ 
tion. Yhe eountry ail the way to Tresnillo was 
good. The catcus mostly seen was of the prickly 

ear variety. It grows lo an immense size and 

ears fruit, calied by the Mexicans patias. This 
fruit is to the Mexican what .the blackberry is to 
the colored man of Georgia. 

The hogs we saw are of the smallest kind, and in 
many instances their hair resembles wool. They 
are kevt close, and seem to be yery valuable in the 
eyes of the peéons. 


Trespiio is an old town of about 4,000 
people The American has com- 
mesced business here. Such signs as 


the California salcon and the United States restau- 
rant aunoance that he is here. The place is an 
adebe town with the usuai narrow, dirty streets and 
without sewers. Tbe piaza is very pretiy and the 
iaaiu cathedrala very nice one. Our stay was fora 
noon? and at.vight we were fifteen miles south, on 
& Vest open prairie, with 2 cool wind and scarcely 
wood «nough to builda fire. The water froma 
fine acequia was elegant and soon our cook, Ned 
Beckwith, (from Alabama) had the 
supper and we were sound asleep. 
That was our lastnight in camp, aud althoug’ the 
tramp wasa novel ope, none of us were forry 
when on Saturday noon Zacatecas was in sight. 
The portion of Mexico we had passed through 
seemed to have been a succession of grand flat 
lands entirely surrounded on two sides by moua- 
tains, and on the other twe sides by hil's, whioh 
hills we would cross. Sometimes these sinks, 
which Jooked like they had been seas, and the wa- 
ter evaporated, were iwenty miles long. It is im- 
— for me to fully describe the country. 

eople will soon be coming from the United 
States in shoals, over the Mexican Central, to see 
for themselves. The lowest aliitade of any point 
on that railroad is about 3,700 feet ebove the level 
of the séa. 

A grand view paid me for a toilsome walk of 
neariy three miles up hill to thetop of Zacatecas 
mountain. ‘Thecity of Zacatecas, with its 40,000 
people, lay at our feet, hundreds of feet below, and 
yet the city is 8,800 feet above the jsea. My walk 
did not seem to tire my legs, but my breath was 
very shert, and it seemed a little difficult to inflate 
my lungs. The atmosphere was delightful, and 
the day clear and bright. 

Tbe long stone wall that was made on the side of 
the mountain to retain the roadway isa fine piece 
of work, and seated upon itl soon became 80 wrap- 
ped im the beautiful view that a sense of catching 
a very bad cold scarcely aroused me from the reve- 
ries brought on by this magnificent view. But the 
ambulances coming up we were whirled down the 
hill «nd through the marrow streets to the end of 
the Mexican Central road, which bad been laid to 
that point only two days. There were ot less than 


20,000 people out to see the ras laid 
aud tho  locomative move. There is 
nothing like @ railroad to civilize people. Rents 


and property have already advanced in price. 
When it comes to money the Mexican is up tosnuff, 
He always asks enough to allow foradecline if 
demanded. In this country one should generally 


| make a contract for every service before he getsit 


performed, as the Mexican laborer or cabman is 
like hs American prototype, I have found, in 
wanting more pay after the service is performed 
than before. The word ‘“‘manapa’’ meaus to-mor- 
row. When you come here next year you will 
find that almost every oue you 
employ will tell. you manana when 
you wish aservice performed. ‘ Manaua’’ has in- 
jured Mexico greatly. There is too much procras- 
woaton. | 

‘he country around Zacatecas, in the valleys, 
scems very productive, but the supply of water for 
the city is too limited toadmit of gardening. We 
saw for hours women aud children waiting their 
turn to stoop over the high rim of the fountaiao in

Judge Leochrane’s Answer to the Bill Brought by the

The announcement in yesterday's CONSTITUTION 
that Judge Lochrane had filed an answer to the 
bill brought against him by the state for the re- 
covery of the lottery property, claiming that the 
state was indebted to him in the sum of $10,C00 on 
certain bonds, has drawn from Attorney General 
An@erson the following communication: 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OFFICE, ATLANTA, Ga., 
January 12th, 1$84 —Editors Constitution: in THE 


CONSTITUTION Of this morning I notice an article 
referring to the fact that Judge Lochrane has filed 
£n answer to a bill brought by the state egaiust him 
to recover several parceis of land in the city of At- 
lagta and the mesue profits,in which he pleadsas 
@ sét-off that he holds avout $10,000 of the bonds of 
the Brunswickand Albany rajlroad company, in- 
dorsed by the state. The article coucludes by 
Stating that Judge Lochrane “has at last got 
the bond question before the couris,.”’ 

I wish to staie that if the judge never succeeds 1n 
geiting the question before the couris iu any better 
shape than tnat referred toin your article, he will 
never succeed in getting tne state's liability on the 
bends determinea. The only plez of set-off allowed 
by the code of this state to a suit for lands, or for

The supreme eourt ef this state has decided

Mrs. Hasalbach Ciaims to be fifty-six years 
old, butadmitted during ber cross examina- 
tion in court that she was born in 1837, which, 
according to the modern principles of mathe- 
matics, vould make her but forty-six years of 
sge, She,so it appears, was an itinerant 
vender of pomades, lotions, etc. She went 
one day to the house of Mr. Hasalbach, hear- 
ing that he was sick, for the purpose of sel- 
ling him some pills, ‘and, asshe says, being 
anxious for a man to tuke care of her, and 
believing him to be worth $30,000. concluded 
to marry him. The courtship was of only 
few weeks’ duration, at the expiration of 
which he proposed, was accepted, and the 
wedding was celebrated.
